A New, Excellent 
Hotel Guide On Sweden 

The Central Restaurant Comp¬ 
any of Sweden has published an 
excellent new guide book on ho¬ 
tels in Sweden, according to the 
Tour Department of Scandinavian 
Airlines in Montreal. 

It is by no means a compre¬ 
hensive listing and centralizes on 
the main tourist traffic areas of 
Sweden and the hotels and res¬ 
taurants on the main highways. 

The guide is very easy to use 
because on the first page you will 
find the main highways of Sweden 
drawn in different colours, cor¬ 
responding to the colours of a 
thumb-index on the opposite page. 
If for instance, a traveller wants 
to find out what hotels are locat¬ 
ed on the highway between Malmo 
and Gothenburg, he first looks it 
up on the map. It is drown in blue. 
He then takes the blue leaf by 
using the thumb-index and the 
booklet opens up at the section 
covering the distance between 
Malmo and Gothenburg. Each sec¬ 
tion contains brief information on 
each town and city en route, co¬ 
lour photographs of the hotels and 
restaurants listed, telephone num¬ 
bers, entertainment, principal 
sights, etc. 

In the back of the booklet, there 
is a complete list of all hotels 
and restaurants in alphabetical or¬ 
der of cities, and a cross-refer¬ 
ence list of hotels, also in alpha¬ 
betical order to help the tourist 
make his choice. 

The hotel and restaurant guide 
on Sweden is available at all 
SAS offices in Canada and through 
all travel agencies.

Finland 

Gets New Hotels 

MONTREAL — By the end of 
1968, the Hotel Vaakuna (Coat of 
Arms) will be the biggest hotel 
in Finland, with 366 rooms, ac¬ 
cording to reports. 

The twenty-year old hotel has 
long been the favourite of tou¬ 
rists due to its excellent location 
in the heart of the capital of 
Finland. 

Another newer hotel, the Marski 
went through an expansion prog¬ 
ram earlier this year and opened 
with new, bigger facilities in early 
June. 

Also, in Finnish Lapland, a new 
hotel opened in June under the 
name of Lapin Portti (Gate to 
Lapland) in Rovandemi, the capi¬ 
tal city of Lapland. 

The well-known Hotel Polar in 
Rovaniemi opened a fishing and 
hunting lodge for their guests re¬ 
cently about 20 miles northwest 
of the city. It was named the Bear 
Hut and it is located at a beau¬ 
tiful lake amidst virgin pine fo¬ 
rests with excellent fishing and 
hunting in the immediate vicinity. 

These additions are welcomed 
by tourists as well as by travel 
agencies as during recent years 
the tremendous increase in tour¬ 
ism from Canada and the United 
States to Scandinavia has resulted 
in a shortage of hotel accommo¬ 
dations especially during the peak 
season months.

Park By Card 
In Old Swedish City 

Visby an island in the Baltic first 
in the world with modern “Park 
Systems” 

Visby is one of the oldest cities 
in Sweden and also one of the 
most beautiful relics of a rich 
and glorious past. Clearly, it would 
mar the picturesque, winding cob- 
blestoned streets and lanes with 
such unaesthetic automats as 
parking meters. Car registry, hav¬ 
ing mushroomed in Sweden dur¬ 
ing the last decade, almost as ra¬ 
pidly as in America, brings many 
a headache to conscientious city 
administrators. The ones who go¬ 
vern Visby, recently found that 
they, too, would have to do some¬ 
thing about the parking problem. 
Only, no meters! 

The solution they came up with 
is as simple and attractive to 
the motorist as it is rewarding to 
the lovers of ancient, scenic views. 
“Park System”, a Swedish inven¬ 
tion that has been patented 
throughout the world, is now in 
use in Visby, which has thus be¬ 
come the first city in the world 
to check car parking without the 
use of ugly meters. The ingenious 
idea is based upon a slim and 
neat card, clearly printed and 
easy to read. The motorist marks 
the month, day, hour and minute 
on the card as the car is parked. 
Placed on the inside of the side 
window of the car, the card can 
be checked instantly. Cards are 
sold in packs of twenty for the 
half-hour element and ten for full- 
hour parking. Thirty minutes, by 
the way, cost only 25 Swedish ore, 
roughly the equivalent of 5 cents. 

Visby is very likely the only 
Swedish city which will not be 
too affected by the nationwide 
traffic reform, which went into 
effect on Sunday, September 3, 
when left-hand driving was abo¬ 
lished in favor of right-hand prac¬ 
tice.

Interviewed after her return 
from Expo, Miss Salomaa passed 
along the following comments on 
her experiences and impressions. 

Expo ’67. Once in a hundred 
years! Pavilions, mid-way rides 
and line-ups — this was Expo. 

The nations participating in this 
special celebration put many va¬ 
luable hours into preparing their 
exhibits; proof of this was the 
marvellous job done on the pavi¬ 
lions. All of the larger ones had 
fantastic line-ups around them, but 
these moved very quickly. Sur¬ 
prisingly enough, the longest time 
it took to get into a pavilion was 
three quarters of an hour, and 
the wait was well worth it. Japan 
and Bell Telephone had very in¬ 
teresting displays. In the Japanese 
pavilion, there was a modern din¬ 
ing room setting. The chairs, 
which didn’t have any legs, were 
built right into the walls. Radios, 
television sets, stereo record play¬ 
ers were other products put on 
display; but the most interesting 
feature in this pavilion was the 
computer equipment that they 
had.One machine could produce 
a calendar of the year that you 
were born in, besides the exact 
day. 

Bell Telephone was a popular 
pavilion, though it was smaller

than I expected it to be. One te¬ 
lephone projected the speakers 
voice off a piece of glass. Then 
there was the much talked-about 
telephone which televises both 
people speaking, so that each per¬ 
son can see who they are talk¬ 
ing to. 

Canada had an unusual shaped 
pavilion. It looked like an upside 
down pyramid. From the top of 
it, a very good view of all the 
Expo grounds could be seen. 

My two favorite pavilions were 
Great Britain’s and Czechoslovak¬ 
ia’s. Great Britain had her dis¬ 
plays divided up into the past, 
present and future. Czechoslovakia 
pointed out the imagination and 
talents of her people in the handi¬ 
craft displays. 

The Scandinavian Pavilion was 
one of the larger ones at Expo. 
It was divided- into five sections 
for the different Scandinavian 
countries, and also had a res¬ 
taurant which served very appe¬ 
tizing and expensive Scandinavian 
food. Because of the limited 
amount of space, each country 
could show only a few displays. 

All of the pavilions portrayed 
Life in their country. Instead of 
merely going from one pavilion to 
the next, it was as if I were 
going from one country to another. 
Each pavilion stamped our Expo 
passports. These stamps will bring 
back happy memories always. 

The French people were very 
kind and helpful. Almost everyone 
there could speak English, so 
communicating was not difficult. 

Rita’s final comment — 

“Expo made a great impression 
on me. I am very happy that I 
had the chance to see it. Thank 
you!”
